S.1019 
A BILL 

To insure further the security of the Uhited States by 
preventing disclosures of information concerning the 
cryptographic systems and the communication intelli- 
gence activities of tho Uhited States and of foreign 
governments. 

Be it enactod by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of tho Uhited Statos of Amonca m Con ess 
assembled, 1 

That whoever having obtained or having had custody of, 
access to, or knowled 0 e of (1) any classified information 
concerning the nature, preparation, or use of any code, 
cipher, or cryptographic system of tho Uhited States or any 
foreign government, or (2) any classified information con- 
cerning tho design, construction, use, maintenance, or repair 
of any device, apparatus, or appliance used or prepared or 
planned for uso by the Uhited States or any foreign govern- 
ment for cryptographic or communication intelligence purposes, 
or (3) any classified information concerning the communication 
intelligence activities of the United States or any foreign 
govornmont, or (4) any classified information obtained from 
the communications of the Uhitod States or any foroign 
government by tho processes of communication intelligence. 
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shall willfully communicate, furnish, or transmit to a 
person not authorized to receive such information, or 
publish, any such classified Information shall be fined 
not more than $10,000 or imprisoned not moro tnan ton 
years or both. 

See. 2. The term "classified information" as used 
herein shall, for tho purposes of this Act, be construed 
to mean information segregated, and limited or restricted 
in dissemination or distribution for purposes of national 
security, by a United States government agency, and 
marked with or designated by a marking or designation 
signifying such scgrogation, limitation, and restriction. 
The term "classified procedures and methods" as used horem 
shall be construed accordingly. 

Sec, 3, Tho terms "code 1 ’, "cipher", and "crypto- 
graphic system” as used heroin shall, for tho purposes 
of this Act, be construed to mcludo m their moaning 
any method of secret writing and any mechanical or elec- 
trical device or method used for the purpose of disguising 
or concealing the contents or the meanings of communi- 
cations. The term "cryptographic purposes" as used herein 
is correspondingly extended in tho scopo of its meaning. 

See. 4* The term "foreign government" as used 
herein shall, for the purposes of this Act, be construod 
to include in its moaning any person or persons acting 
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or purporting to act for or on behalf of any faction, 
party, depart; lent, agency, bureau, or military force of 
or wxtnin a foreign country, or for or on behalf c any 
government or any person or persons purporting to act as 
a government within a foreign country, whether or not 
such government is recognised by the United Siates, 

Sec. 5. The term “communication intelligence” as 
used herein shall, for the purposes of this Act, be con- 
strued to mean a field of endeavor wmch includes all 
classified procedures and methods used in the intercep- 
tion of communications, and the obtaining of information 
from such communications, by other than the intended 
recipients. The terms “communication intelligence activitie 
and “communication intelligence purposes” as used herein 
shall be construed accordingly. 

Sec. 6. The phrase “a person not authorized to 
receive such information” as used herein shall, for the 
purposes of this Act, be construed to mean any person 
who is not so authorized by the head of a department or 
agency of the United States Government which is expressly 
designated by the President to engage m communication 
intelligence activities for the United States. 

Sec, 7, Nothing in this Act shall prohibit the 
furnishing, upon lawful demand, of information to any 
regularly constituted committee of the Senate or House 
of Representatives of tne United States of America, or 
]omt committee thereof. 
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
